PINK COAT GOES TO CANADA 



AMEUCAV DEHBY WINHES OF 189S IS DO- 
NATED TO CANADIAN BREEDING BUREAU. 



Wat in First Fligbt Among Three-year-old* of a 
Season That Was Notable for Good One^— 
Finkola Hit Best Son. 



Montr<*al. Qtie., Deivnils^- 11. — Pink Coat, a Derby 
winner, ami sire of Iterby winners, has iH-en donattsl 
to J. F. Ry.m, fta- tite Canadian National Bun-aii of 
Brcsllug. 

He is one of the real sturdy horses of tiw Am«*r- 
ican turf, aiul until lie was seceii years of age was 
a facltH- in racing on ihe western tra<-ks. Most of 
Ills racing emleav<a's was cmittuetl to the courses 
atsMil t'hiiaigo, and at Washington Park, then the 
most notable isHirse west of New York, he scored 
the majority of liis triumphs. 

He was fiialeil in ItSto. and Is a son of lieonatas 
and .\lice BraiMl. a daugliter of the mighty Himlo.i. 
His sliv wmi the Kentucky I>erl»y of 18K5 and 
llimlist, the sire of his dam, won the same immir 
taut event in 1S8I. Sindi a strain needs little com- 
ment, for on both sire and <lani side lie traces to 
mate |#iit ilie la-st. l>-ouatiis was a son of Long- 
fellow dud Seiniter E'clix. I<y Pliaeton. Through the 
male line he traces to Ia‘amington. the English sire 
that ilid so much for the .Vmerican thormiglihreil. 

.\lice Brand was a daughter of Uimluo and Lad.r 
of the I.ake, by H.vder All. himself a son of I>eani- 
iiigton and <iut of laid.v Duke. b,r la-xingtou. Thus 
It will be seen that there is a double cross of Lea- 
mington in Pink t^mt. ami going on through I.a'X- 
ingtoii. better American lines cannot lie found. 

Pink Coat was lireii by Messrs. Woodford A Buck- 
ner at their establishment in Bourbon Count.v, near 
Paris. Ky.. and raceil succeasfitliy under their col- 
ors for live seasons. He started sixty-three times 
ami won eighteen races and $38,980, his princip.il 
victories being in the St. l»uis Iterby and t^ Amer- 
ican Derliy of 1898 ami the Wheeler Handicap of 
19tll. He was nine times second and twelve times 
third. He did not race as a foiir-year-oid and wont 
into the stud when hr was eight .rears old. Two of 
W Pink Coat's sons are Derli.v winners. Pink Star hav- 
ing Won the Kentucky Derli.v of 1907 and PInkola ' 
tlie l4il<onta Derby of 1908. 

Pink Cxiat's first year on the turf was not par- 
tiinlarly brilliant, but be devekified into one of the 
most remarkable three-year-okls of 1898. That year 
siH-h goud ones as Imp, the mare that electrified the 
eastern turf later, was out. and sbe was taken into 
<-amp by I'ink Cxiat. He defeated Boanerges. Ban- 
iHM-klaim. Elusive, Mirttafiil, Plaudit and other good 
•aie of ti^ time. As a matter of fact. 1898 was a 
turf year that was remarkable for its good three- 
yenr-oids. and Pink Coat was in the very forefront 
of them all. 

He was winner of the American Derh.v, at Wasb- 
ington Park, when, among others, there finisbed iie- 
hiiMl him Warreutou. Isalie.v. Mirthful and Bannock, 
burn. When he won the St. Lotiis Derliy, he lieat 
John E. Madden’s great colt Plaudit, now a suc- 
cessful sin'. In that running he also again took 
the gieasare of Banuockbiim, Jai'kanapes and other 
gissl ones. He was lieateii in the Whei'ler Handi- 
cap by Algol and G<iodrich. but there finished behind 
him ihianerges. Imp and Elusive. 

Pink Coat met with an accident that kept him 
away from tbe races during liis fottr-year-old .vear. 
or there would have iindmibtislly Ix'en a better story 
to tell of bis turf triumiihs, for it was then that 
Imp made her j<.iiimey east, and lieat the best racers 
in training. 

As a five-.vear-ohl. Pink Coat returneil to the races 
and was winner of six races, besides being three 
times second and four times third. Tbe next year 
lie was <miy five times unplaied in sixteen starts, 
winning six races. Tlie next .vear the game fellow 
siiowed his stiird.v quality b.v racing successfully, 
ami bis last winning effort was a mile in 1 :39 over 
tbe Harlem track, in Chicago. At that time 1:.‘S 
was a rcmarkalil.v good performance. Tbe year he- 
fore. under 118 iioiinds. Pink Coat won at a mile 
stMl a quarter, at Washington Park. In 2:04^, which 
remains a track record for that course. 

8o much for Pink Coat's brilliant track record. 
iHtt be was not tlirougb wlien his racing days were 
over. He at on<-e made his apiiearance in the stud, 
ami if he li.ad never done anything else than sire 
Piiikola, bis reputatbrti would have been establisbeil. 
PInkola liegaii as a good tw<e.vear-old, btit be did 
hot really <-oaie into his own until be was a tbreiv 
.Vear-old. and the distances were stretched until 
they were real tests of the speed, courage and 
stamina that go to make up a good horse. Pinokla 
Was equal to the test. 

He was started early in tbe .vear at New Orleans 
atid was lieaten in Isith Ihe Crescent City and the 
City Park Derliys. but later in tiie year he nolily 
wi|^ out tliosi' earl.v defeats. He was winner of 
liotb the I.at<inia Derby and the Der'oration Day Han- 
dicap at the same track. Giving away much weight 
to al! his opponents, he was third to I-awrence P. 
Daley and Dennis Stafford, in the Canadian Derby, 
latt iie followeil that ra<>e li.v liandil.v winning a ban 
dleap. 

From Canada be was sent to the Empire City 
track at Yonkers. N. Y.. and there he ran one of liis 
must remarkalile rais-s as a three-year.old, when he 
scored in the Empire City Handicati. one mile and 
ail eighth. In that race Pink Coat’s best son took 
the measure of such remarkalile horses as Frank 
Gill, King James, Jaek Atkin, Gretna Green, Master 
Kotiert, and ol tiers of almost like quality. It was 
li.v long odds the best field that was brought to- 
gethw •luring the Empire City meeting, and the 
victory was a tnil.v remarkable one. 

Ail throiigli his racing career. Pinknla proved him- 
self a horse of remarkalile spi-ed. a horse of rare 
courage, and that lie had quality was well demon- 
strate when he won bis best races in New York.

SOME OF THE SUCCESSFUL HORSES OF THE PRESENT YEAR 



During the eleven months ending with November 30 of the current year 3,630 liorses raced over the 
recognized tracks of the United States, Canada and Mexico. More than ten per cent, of the total number, 
or. to be exact, 379 are credited in tbe records with having won live or more races. The distinction of 
licviiig scorisl most frequently goes to T. D. Hiillivan’s Caiigh Hill, whose record is fifteen firsts out of 
thliiy-six starts, in six of wliieb he ran iinplai'ed. Next in this respect comes C. F. Buschemever’s crack 
two-year-old. Hawthorn, whose record of fourteen firsts out of nineteen starts is far more meritorious than 
iliat of the leader. Hawthorn was unplaced in only one race. Others with notable records are Effendi. 
Gilbert Rose. Fundamental and High Private, all of which were winners of thirteen races, and Grover 
Iluglies and Ktaiteuay. .both of which won twelve. The following tahnlatkm, embracing ail Isirses that won 
live ««■ more races up to December 1, affords a gcMMi idea of the useful racers of tlie year:
